hich £2opoſals their Lozdſhips having taken into Conlideration, did this day Repozt unto Bis 
WPajeſty in Council their humble Dpinion thereupon: 


That His Majeſty would pleaſe to declare by Order of Council, That fo ſoonas the Fleer 
ſhall be at Sea, His Majeſty will allow the Coal Trade to proceed under the Conditions 
and Cautions offered by the City in the atoreſaid Propoſal. 

And that foraſmuch as one principal Cauſe why Ships in the River do not unilade, fo as 
to keepthe Market well furniſhed with Coals, is alledged to be, that the ordinary Porters, 
Labourers and Lighter-men, that uſually work on the unlading the Colliers, are Preſſed 
from them ; that His Majeſty would pleaſe to grant that ſuch perſons (not being Seamen 
or Watermen) may be exempted from the Preſs. 


Which Pzopoſals of the Lord Maior and Court of Aldermen, as tikewiſe the Repozt of the Lozds of 
the Committee, being this day fully conſidered anddebated, His Majeſty pzeſent in Council, d®-app:ove 
and allow of the ſame in every particular thereof; and it was thereupon D2de7co by His Majeſty in 
' Council, That the Lord Maior and Court of Aldermen do cauſe this O2der to be ſpeedily publiſhed, put
